Vanderlip was today indict­ 
ed on nine counts, five for larceny and 
four for embezzlement, all together In­ 
volving a sum of $108,ASB. 
The report also contains an Indict­ 
ment against John C. L. Wenderquest, 
who is said to be “Jack the Slugger," 
and who is charged with assault with

ers are holding out. 
Rumors are cur­

out of the coal trade that the strike 
will be ended this month. 
President 
Mitchell of

Sept. 8.—The a n ­ 
thracite mine workers’ 
strike* 
enters 
upon Its 18th week with lints between 
the operator anet the miner drawn al­ 
most as tightly as when the suspension 
was inaugurated on 
May 12. 
There 
were many predictions that the con­ 
test will be over by the first week in 
September, but if th* officials of the 
Mine Workers* union are to be be­ 
lieved the struggle will continue tot 
months 
unless 
the 
coal 
companies 
grant concessions. 
Borne of the oper­ 
ators looked for a serious break in the 
ranks of the men weeks ago and adm it 
they are surprised at the way the strik ­ 
ers are holding out. 
Rumors are cur­ 
rent and in fact, statem ents have been 
made by prominent men, both in and 
out of the coat trade that th# strike 
will be ended this month. 
President 
Mitchell of 
the union 
m aintains 
he 
knows nothing of a possible early end­ 
ing of the trouble and says he knows 
nothing of any negotiations on foot 
looking to th a t end. 
The only move now in 
contem pla­ 
tion is the suggestion that Gov. Stone 
cull an extra session of the legislature 
for the purpose of passing a law that 
would have the effect of amicably and 
speedily ending the 
deadlock. 
Gov. 
Stone has gjevn tho m atter considera­ 
ble thought and has announced that lf 
a bill can be framed that will have the 
desired effect he will immediately con­ 
vene the legislature. 
Last week m o rt 
coal left the mining region than kl any 
previous week since the strike began. 
Statem ents have been made by mining 
officials that the shipments for the hint 
six working days aggregated 100,000 
tons. 
The normal weekly output is a 
little more than one million tons. 
Tho 
strikers and their officials dispute the 
claims of the mining 
superintendents 
and m aintain that most of the coal now 
going to m arket la “washed” from the 
great culm piles, and the remainder is 
the coal that had bren blasted before 
the strike began or which fell through 
the breaking of rotten timbering du r­ 
ing the idleness. 
Ail the fuel that is 
leaving the coal fields is not reaching 
the markets. 
A considerable quantity 
is being taken by the 
railroads 
for 
their own use. 
The number 
of 
men 
at 
work 
throughout the entire anthracite ter­ 
ritory is difficult to obtain. 
It Is safe 
to say, however, the number, compared 
with the total number of workers (es­ 
timated at 145,000) Is sm all and that 
am ong these at work 
the certificated 
miners are few. 
Coal is being cut In 
some of the mice*, 
but as far as can 
be lenrned much is being 
done 
by 
“boaHeg” who are experienced miners. 
Tile coal companies say they have long 
lait* of name* of men who are ready to 
return to work, hut are unwilling to 
take the chance because they fear vio­ 
lence, 
With the coming 
of 
cooler 
weather the companies 
look 
for 
a 
break, believing that the relief now 
coming to the mine workers will not 
hold out long and that they will be 
compelled to return to prepare for the 
winter which Is usually a rigorous one 
in the m ountain regions. 
Company officials do riot look for a 
rapid decline In the price of coal after 
the strike is over, because the demand 
will be greater than the supply.
